MORE THAN 70 DETAINED 
IN DRUG SWEEP 

More than 70 people have been arrested, 
most on felony charges, in a sweep of four 
North Side and West Side drug markets in 
recent days, according to Chicago police. 

Police targeted the areas because of 
fentanyl-laced heroin that’s contributed 
to growing numbers of overdoses and 
violence tied to the illegal drug trade, 
said Anthony Riccio, chief of organized 
crime for the Chicago Police Depart- 
ment. 

Officials described the vice operations 
as anti-violence in nature, but none of 
those arrested were charged with vio- 
lent crimes, according to police. Heroin 
seized is being tested for fentanyl, but it’s 
not clear whether any of it tested posi- 
tive. 

Police did not immediately provide 
detailed information on those charged 
or what they are alleged to have done.

CITY STARTS TESTING 
WATER IN SOME SCHOOLS 

Chicago Public Schools began testing 
water from drinking fountains at 28 ele- 
mentary schools Tuesday, the day before 
the city disclosed that water at district 
schools has not been checked for lead 
contamination, a spokeswoman said. 

The city’s decision to test water at 
schools for lead comes more than a month 
after the Tribune requested the results of 
any water-quality tests conducted by or for 
CPS since 2012. The district said Wednes- 
day that it had no records to provide. 

A CPS spokeswoman said results 
would be available by the middle of May 

The water crisis in Flint, Mich., has 
put new pressure on cities and school 
districts to address the safety of drinking 
water. Like Flint, Chicago and many old- 
er cities required the use of lead plumb- 
ing during the past century, and few have 
been required to replace those pipes with

SANDERS CAMPAIGN TO LAY OFF HUNDREDS OF STAFFERS 

Bernie Sanders’ presidential campaign said Wednesday that it plans to lay off hundreds of field staffers and other aides, 
even as the Democratic candidate promises to keep running against Hillary Clinton through the June primaries and into the 
Philadelphia convention. A day after Sanders lost four out of five Northeastern primaries, spokesman Michael Briggs said the 
campaign was making the cuts as it shifts its focus to the California primary on June 7. The campaign will have gone from a 
staff of more than 1,000 in January to about 325-350, Briggs said, -associated press 



Cruz hopes Fiorina brings in women, Caiif. votes 

Hoping to infuse some momentum into his struggling campaign. Sen. Ted Cruz 
on Wednesday bucked tradition and announced that former HP CEO Carly 
Fiorina would be his vice presidential running mate. Cruz hopes Fiorina will 
appeal to female voters who have been alienated by Trump as well as those 
who appreciated her performance during her own run for the White House. 
The Texas senator endured deep losses this week with Trump’s sweep of the 
mid-Atlantic state primaries. The biggest delegate cache will be in California, 
where Fiorina once had a presence as the GOP’s nominee for Senate in 2010.

Scalia’s seat likely to 
remain vacant until Nov. 

A media blitz by the White House and 
its allies has failed to crack Republican 
opposition to President Obama’s 
Supreme Court nominee, and it is all 
but certain the seat will remain vacant 
until after U.S. elections in November. 
Television ad spending to support 
the nominee, appeals court judge 
Merrick Garland, has plummeted in 
the past two weeks, an indication 
the dispute is losing traction with the 
public. While 14 Republican senators 
have met privately with Garland, just 
two support a public hearing on his 
nomination. The Senate majority 
leader, Kentucky Republican Mitch 
McConnell, remains adamant that the 
next president, not Obama, will fill the 
court vacancy created by the death 
of Justice Antonin Scalia in February.

As Illinois football coach Lovie Smith sells 
his new program to potential new players, the 
pitch will contain a distinct NFL theme. 

Smith has been out of the college game for 21 
years, so he’s spotlighting what he knows best. 

“The first step is to get people to take notice 
and to come and look at what we’re doing,” the 
former Bears coach said last month, on a day 
when 40 recruits showed up to watch spring 
practice. 

“Contrary to public opinion about an NFL 
coach coming to college, I look forward to the 
challenge of recruiting. We have a lot to sell. 
Who wouldn’t want a degree from the Univer- 
sity of Illinois and have a chance to play in an 
environment like this?” 

It won’t be easy, at least not initially Smith 
likely won’t be beating the Big Ten’s power- 
houses on the recruiting trail. However, he 
does have a brand name going for him. Perhaps 
more important, he has a track record of NFL 
accomplishments he can market to recruits. 
Only two Big Ten coaches have ever led a team 
to the Super Bowl: Smith and Michigan’s Jim 
Harbaugh. 

“It’s part of who we are,” Smith said. “We 


have an NFL background. I do know what 
NFL players look like. I know the process it 
takes to get there. AU of the experiences we 
have, yes, we’ll use those. I think people want 
to hear about that.” 

Smith and his staff will build the Illinois 
roster like NFL teams go about draft prepara- 
tions. 

“It’s not just going to be Lovie Smith, but it’s 
being able to hire all those behind-the-scenes 
people,” NFL Network analyst Daniel Jer- 
emiah said. ‘A lot of {Smith’s coaches on staff] 
are former NFL scouts. In terms of setting up 
their recruiting, it’s almost like setting up a 
draft board.” 

There will be a significant adjustment, too. 
Just ask Nebraska coach Mike Riley now one 
of Smith’s new Big Ten West rivals. 

“There’s subtleties about the variety of stuff 
that you see in college football that you have 
to be ready for and adjust to,” said Riley who 
coached the San Diego Chargers from 1999- 
2001. “I know there are a variety of things in 
the NFL, but the college game is really versa- 
tile, so that’s an adjustment. Plus the lifestyle 
and the focus on what you do, it’s very diverse 
in college, some things that obviously in pro 


football that you don’t have to worry about.” 

Smith’s best competitive advantage lies on 
defense, which has long been his calling card. 
It’s further emphasized by the addition of de- 
fensive coordinator Hardy Nickerson, a mem- 
ber of the 1990S NFL All-Decade Team. 

Rebuilding the lUini brand and the level of 
depth on the roster will present major chal- 
lenges for Smith, but he does have another 
huge factor going for him: the pipeline to the 
NFL that Illinois has already established. 

From 2008-12, cumulatively Illinois had 
more first-round NFL Draft picks (Rashard 
Mendenhall, Vontae Davis, Corey Liuget, 
Whitney Mercilus, A.J. Jenkins) than any 
school in the Big Ten. In 2013, they led the Big 
Ten in draft picks. 

In 2013, the Wall Street Journal published 
an article conveying that ii former Fighting II- 
lini were starting in the NFL at the time of the 
study ^t the school averaged just 4.1 wins a 
season for the decade leading up to data collec- 
tion. The Illini didn’t just produce NFL play- 
ers, they produced good NFL players. That 
reputation has taken a hit lately as no Illini 
were drafted in 2014 or 2015. 

Smith’s cupboard isn’t bare, however, as the

Find your sunscreen, prepare your body for an onslaught of fried food and dust off those fanny 
packs. Festival season is upon us, Chicago. With years of experience under our belts, we’re here 
to offer sage advice to festgoers, both newbies and experts alike. Whether you’re wandering 
into a street fest or braving the crowds at Lollapalooza, there’s a little something here for every- 
one. Go on, get the fest outside. 


O Where there’s an app, download it. 

In the past, major music festivals like 
Lollapalooza, Pitchfork and Riot Fest 
have offered apps that double as schedule- 
makers so you don’t miss the big acts you want 
to see. If there isn’t an app, take a photo of a 
map and the schedule, so you’re not lost if you 
misplace that tattered paper schedule you’ve 
been trying to hang onto all weekend. 

Bike right. Waiting in car traffic 
is for suckers, so skip the cab and 
keep things moving on your bike. It’s 
cheaper, greener and sometimes gets you to 
the fun faster without getting caught up in the 
jammed-up streets. But remember: Don’t drink 
and bike-take the CTA. 

If you’re venturing to a new neigh- 
borhood, scope out the restaurant 
options. You get to try something new, 
and the restaurant benefits from the festival 
foot traffic.

‘Mother’s Day’ is a too-long, unnecessary waste of talent

Here’s the thing 
about dumpster fires:

“Mother’s Day” 

It’s hard to explain anything that happens 
during the ii8-minute slog fest, but here goes: 

» Sandy (Jennifer Aniston) is a divorced 
mother of two dealing with her ex-husband, 
Henry (Timothy Olyphant), and his new 
wife, Tina (Shay Mitchell). 

» Jesse (Kate Hudson) is a married mother 
of one. Her husband, Russell (Aasif Mandvi), 
is a doctor and also the cause of her falling- 
out with her parents, Flo and Earl (Margo 
Martindale and Robert Pine). They’re racist 
and homophobic. Meanwhile, Jesse’s sister 
Gabi (Sarah Chalke) is hiding her sexuality 
from their parents and is married to Max 
(the underused Chicago native Cameron 
Esposito). 

» Kristin (Britt Robertson) and Zack (Jack 
Whitehall) are a couple with a kid. Kristin 



never knew her mother and tries to find her, 
and Zack desperately wants to get married 
but Kristin won’t say yes. 

» Miranda (Julia Roberts) is like the queen 
of some kind of QVC show. Who knows? 
She’s got a bad haircut, and it’s bad. 

» Bradley (Jason Sudekis) is a widowed dad 
with two girls who miss their mom. 

None of that was even worth explaining 
because the movie follows all these charac- 
ters in underdeveloped plots and nonsensical 


situations. There’s no time for personal con- 
nections to anything that happens. In movie 
world, when someone finally finds their birth 
mother, you should feel in awe or at least a 
little warm inside, but I laughed because it 
was unsurprising and sort of ridiculous. 

The argument could be made that each 
of these plots might work better on its own. 
But any redeeming quality “Mother’s Day” 
might have is negated by the unnecessary, 
overly racist storyline involving Hudson’s Jes- 


se and her parents. Jokes referring to Indian 
people as “towel heads” just aren’t funny If 
there’s a story to be told about parents com- 
ing to terms with how things have changed 
over the years, “Mother’s Day” isn’t telling it. 
Instead, Martindale’s Flo drops racist insult 
after racist insult without any pushback from 
the other characters. When she calls Russell 
a “towel head,” he notes that she could have 
at least called him “Dr. Towel Head.” Really? 
Is that better? Does that make it OK? No, 
and it’s a shame that “Mother’s Day” felt like 
it needed to cross that line. And at the end 
of the movie, we’re supposed to believe that 
love solves everything. 

That’s not to say the movie doesn’t have 
its moments. The best ones come after the 
credits have rolled. In a handful of blooper 
shots, Roberts and Aniston shine when 
they’re screwing up in front of the camera. 

In particular, Roberts waited so long to do a 
scene that she tells the crew, “I need to shave 
my legs again.” Why didn’t that make it into 
the movie? 

“Mother’s Day” begs the question: Why do 
these movies keep happening? When did au- 
diences want a handful of crappy plots strung 
together? It’s mindless movie watching, and 
maybe that’s what some people need, but 
you’d honestly have more fun throwing a 
bunch of crap into a garbage can and lighting 
it on fire.

Clarence (Key) and 
Rell (Peele) are cousins in L. A. who wear pas- 
tel polos and listen to George Michael. “You 
sound like Richard Pryor doing an impres- 
sion of a white guy,” Rell jokes. “You sound 


like John Ritter all the time,” Clarence re- 
torts. Titular kitty aside, the movie is actually 
about identity and how it changes depending 
on where we are and who we’re with. Once 
the cousins get in with the 17th Street Blips 
(who got kicked out of the Bloods and the 
Crips), their voices go down an octave and 
they start dropping a lot of words that aren’t 
fit to print. 

There’s a lot that works in “Keanu.” Key 
and Peek’s chemistry is off the charts, and 
the first half-hour of the movie capitalizes 
on it. Their banter is quick and effortless, 
and there’s an especially good scene between 
Clarence and the gang members in his mini- 
van when he convinces them that George 
Michael is a black singer as they listen to 
“Father Figure.” 

But jokes that should be kept sharp drag 
on forever, and eventually the wheels start to 
come off The script’s cultural commentary 
and well-drawn protagonists ground the 
movie as something thoughtful and real, but 


the (admittedly adorable) kitten rescue gets 
increasingly ridiculous until it’s impossible to 
ignore how preposterous the stakes are. 

So much of “Keanu” is enjoyable that it’s 
hard not to get frustrated by the stretches 
of time that go by without a laugh or even a 


coherent plot development. The best scenes 
please as much as good sketches do, but 
there needs to be more holding it together. 
Regrettably a cute kitten in a do-rag doesn’t 
get the job done, even when he’s voiced by 
Keanu Reeves in a drug hallucination.
